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Mayor's Message 

Jeffrey N. Wennberg, Mayor 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen 
and the Citizens of Rutland: 

Fiscal year 1990 was an exciting year for the 
City of Rutland, but the recession of 1990 took 
root in the third quarter and has fully arrived 
at this writing several months into fiscal 1991. 

First, the good news. The Rutland Redevelop- 
ment Authority (RRA). which was authorized 
by the voters in March of 1989. came into being 
in July of 1989. The nine member board 
immediately began developing their mission and 
program for the first year, including selection of 
a full-time executive director and establishment 
of a program to implement the On The Right Track 
downtown master plan. The Board of Aldermen 
capitalized the RRA's efforts with a combination 
of transfers and pledges totalling over one 
million dollars. 

One of the first projects for the RRA was the 
creation of a Special Benefits District for 
downtown. The district will provide new and 
needed services to its businesses and properties. 
Professional downtown management, district- 
wide promotions, common advertising, 
amenities and enhanced security are just some 
of the advantages offered by the district. Fund- 
ing for these new services will come through a 
surcharge on the property taxes of district 
properties. 

This approach has been used in over 4,000 
communities nationwide. It has an advantage 
over all previous efforts because payment of the 
fee is not voluntary — it is a tax, and therefore 
mandatory that ALL property owners and 
businesses participate. No longer will the burden 
of downtown improvement fall entirely on 
those who voluntarily pitch in and no longer will 
the homeowner be expected to pick up the cost 
for new services which benefit only the 
downtown district. 

Significant progress was also made in the area 
of city operations. We have redefined the 
mission of the Department of Public Works and 
as a result are delivering more service at less cost 
than before. By the end of the 1990 construc- 
tion season, the department will have installed 
more lineal feet of sidewalk and curb, repaired 
more catch basins, installed more water and 




sewer mains and performed more in the way of 
general public works than has been done in 
decades. 

The Police Department welcomed lis new 
Chief during fiscal 1990. Chief Robert Holmes 
(no relation to .Arthur Conan Doyle's "Holmes"), 
took o\'er this historically troubled department 
after many years of turmoil. Much progress had 
been made under the able interim leadershjp of 
Deputy Chief Bossi, but the challenge before 
Chief Holmes was indeed formidable. At this 
writing Bob Holmes has been on the job for 
about a year, and has proven to be an able 
leader, first-rate administrator and a terrific police 
officer. 

Special recognition must be made of the Board 
of Aldermen for their support of these adminis- 
trative changes: of the Police Commission for 
their firm, compassionate and professional over- 
sight, and especially of the officers and civilian 
employees of the department for their dedica- 
tion, patience and hard work. 

Although our efforts at self-help in the 
downtown appear to be making excellent pro- 
gress, the larger plans for downtown renewal 
involving the Finard-Zamias Shopping Mall, the 
downtown plaza and the possibility of a new 
corporate headquarters for Central Vermont 
Public Service Corporahon appear to be stalled. 
Federal involvement in the wetlands permit at 
the mall site is delaying authorization for the 
mall. All parties to the downtown project remain 
committed to seeing the program through, but 
the recession is clearly dampening hopes for a 
speedy tum-around.

the long-term future of Our community^ and nst 
withdraw from the chaltoge before us. 

The test will be difBcult, but the rewards are 
great. I have no douU that the Board of 
Aldermen, Department Heads, City Employees 
and people of Rutland will conHnue to lend their

To the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 

During Fiscal Year 1990, the Rutland City 
Board ef Aldermerti cone^tnited to eMotti- 
mote diligently upon infrastructure and 
hoosekeeping matters ttiar in past years. 

A portion of ttre generous gift received firotn 
the Alpine Pipliric Corporation was dedicated 
as a Capita) Project fund. Expenditures trom this 
fund are to be made strictly pursuant to Federal 
Revenue Sharing Guidelines. Which means the 
funds cannot be used for normal operating 
expenses; but must be for non-recurring capital 
expenses. Sidewalk improvement projects and 
a new entrance for Gty Hall are examples ot the 
tag of &iese funds. 

Transportation needs were also given much 
attention. The Board of Aldermen strongly 
Qtgi^ the Vermont Agency of TransportaHon 
to provide funding for preliminary engineering 
studies lOr improvements to U.S. Routes 4 and 
7 and a Rutknd Bypass. 

The long-awiuted State Street Project is now 
underway arid will provide improved access for 
the northwe^Saiiea of the Qty^iRieD as public 
safety improvements. One component of this 
jati^ect was the purchase and demolition of a 
|Ki2dij)g to provide improved parking oppor- 
tunities on State Street. The Ripley Road Bridge 
Project and a Strongs Avenue Culvert Project

An agreement to exchange property with the 
ftSlefeitor Bank has resultoJ fejfljK creation of a 
new parking lot on ^sittjfie of West and 
Cottage Streets. 

The Board of Aldermen approved an

Our duties are widespread in nature from 
preparing and collecting tax bills, water and 
sewer rents and providing service to the general 
public, as well as providing fiscal support of all 
departmente of the City. 

Utmost in our duties is the accountability of 
the Tax Payers' dollars. This office publishes a 
comprehensive financial report armualiy under 
a separate cover. As presented in that report the 
General Fund of the City as a result of its opera- 
dons had a Fund Balance or surplus of 
S5 3, 751. 39. This fund balance is directly carried 
over to the next fiscal year to offset what needs 
to be raised by taxes for that fiscal year. 

The City met its debt requirements promptly 
during Fiscal Year 1990. It paid out 5370,000.00 
in principal and $312,195.00 in interest. The 
City's total Bonded Indebtedness as of June 30, 
1990 is $3,415,000.00. Interest on that debt 
totals $1,681,951.25. 

The City also maintains Water, Sewage 
Dispostal and Parking Meter Funds in addition 
to a number of Trust and Agency Funds.

I respectfully submit ttie annual report for the 
^ergency Management Department for !lfeg 
Msca\ Year ending June 30, 1990. 

The Department was activated during the 
year for various emergenoes. Several stoitris 
caused the activation of the organization, most 
notably was the threat of hlurricane "Hugo," one 
(jf the most serious natural disasters. All depart- 
tnentswere placed on alert and. fortunatrely, the 
dty was spared from the full force of this storm 
as it veered from its course and continued 
through western New York into Canada. As ^ 
result of this storm, an effort was mounted to 
raise funds for the victims in South Carolina. 
With assistance of students from the College of 
St. Joseph, and a handful of volunteers, we raised 
$3,940.00, which was forwarded to a church in 
Macedonia, South Carolina. A letter of thanks 
was received from them saying that the money 
^ven them was used to buy building materials. 

I responded to all General Alarm fires to 
render assistance, and to a diesel oil spill in 
Mendon on Route 4 near the water shed, also 
al: a fuel oil^I m Pi^B St«* whspS' several 
thousand gallons of otl i^tHsi'^s^ die street 
when a delivery truck driver ilfeS 
storage tanks at this location.

During the past year, this department has con- 
tinued its efforts to upgrade and improve the fire 
prevention and fire education programs and 
improve our tirefighting capabilities. Ongoing 
personnel training programs were instituted to 
insure that this department is trained to handle 
all types of fire and emergency calls. 

The General Electric Company hosted a 3 day 
training seminar which provided specialized 
training of tlammable liquids and industrial fires. 
This training was conducted at the VVindcrest 
plant and 22 members of this department suc- 
cessfully completed this training exercise. 

This department ivishes to thank the 
American Legion Post 31 of Rutland for its 
generous contribution in the amount of Si, 000. 
This contribution is made annually in memory 
of the late Chief Alfred H, Koltonski and will 
be used again this year to upgrade and improve 
our inhouse computer system. 

During the past year, this department

responded to 7S6 fire calls, 1580 rescue calls and 
201 citizen assistance calls. The department 
successfully handled 57 hazardous material 
incidents. We responded to 3 general alarms, the 
most serious of which occurred at the Tomasi 
residence on North St. Ext, on December 26, 
1989. The fire which originated in the kitchen 
area of this dwelling spread rapidly throughout 
the home trapping the female occupant in the 
upper bedroom area of the second floor. A quick 
response by the members of this department 
who were able to locate her despite heavy 
flames and dense smoke resulted in the woman's 
rescue from the dwelling and she has now made 
a complete recovery from her injuries. 

For the first lime in 27 years, the International 
Fire Chiefs Association, New England Division, 
has selected the State of Vermonl: for its annual 
spring conference.

During the past year the Health Officer has 
maintained supervision of local control for com- 
municable diseases. In cooperation with the 
water treatment manager, he exercised close 
scrutiny over public water testing. Improvement 
to our water has included the addition of zinc 
orthophosphate, which coats the inner surface 
of all water pipes, lessening the likelihood of 
bacterial contamination. This has allowed the use 
of lesser amounts of chlorine, which has 
improved the taste, clarity, and odor of our 
water, while at the same time insuring its safety. 

There has been an increase in the number of 
public health nuisance allegations this past year, 
which required investigation. When necessary,

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



Since last report, the Planning Commission has 
continued to work on the development of a new 
Municipal plan. Although Act 200, Vermont's 
new growth management and planning law, was 
revised by the 1990 legislature, those changes 
had little effect on our work in developing the 
City's plan. The Commission identified the 
major issues and goals for planning in the next 
five years: Economic Development, Transpor- 
tation, Housing, Coordination of Capital 
Improvements, Solid Waste Management, 
Environmental Quality, Educational Services and 
Cultural Resources. 

Of these, the Land Use and Transportation 
elements of the plan required the most attention. 
Rutland's municipal land use plan has not been 
significantly updated for many years, and the 
City, at this writing, is still operating under 
zoning laws which have not been changed since 
1948. 

Land use designation affecting the future tax 
base and economic development within the City 
presented major challenges. 

The Planning Commission wishes to stress its 
recognition that the Downtown Business District 



is essential to the economic health and vitality 
of the City. Efforts by the Downtown Partner- 
ship and the Redevelopment Authority must go 
forward and deserve the needed support from 
all citizens. Preservation, redevelopment and 
revitalization, particularly of the core downtown 
district, must be the major focus for economic 
development if Rutland is to move forward in 
the coming years as a viable city. 

Of the many vital issues facing the City in the 
1990's and beyond, transportation planning and 
management is most critical. At preliminary 
neighborhood planning assemblies early in 1989, 
participating citizens from all over the city 
identified traffic problems as a major concern. 
This not only involved the increase of vehicular 
traffic overflowing onto residential streets and 
neighborhoods, but the lack of sidewalks or 
sidewalks needing repair, and the safety of 
pedestrians, especially the elderly and children 
in trying to cross our major streets and 
intersections. 

The problem has continued to escalate and 
will continue to escalate at an alarming rate in 
the coming years. Measures have been under

taken which promise partial soluHons. The 
hap^ortation element of the municipal plan 
a^fisses the issues. However, the Gly of 
Rutland and it's citizens need to continually em- 
phasize in the strongest possible way that deal- 
ing with traffic and it's effects on the City is not 
just Rutland City's problem, but a problem of 
and for this region and the State of Vermont. 

The proposed municipal plan was reviewed 
by the citizens at a second round of 
neighborhood assemblies, in early June. The 
Commission studied wid acted upon that feed- 
back over the summer months. Next, the plan 
was presented to representatives of the various 
Gty organizations concerned with planning, and 
after a public hearing by the Commission, will 
be passed on to the Board of Aldermen as the 
next step in the approval process. 

During the course of working with the plaa,

The Rutland City Public School System, 
through Administrative and Board initiatives and 
public support, will move into the 2 1st century 
as a role model of Commitment to public educa- 
tion in Venmont. Challenges are being met with 
a positive attitude towards offering the students 
of Rutland the best education we can afford. 

The voters of Rutland City on November 7, 
1989, voted to approve an $8.7 million dollar 
bond to build a new high school that w/ould be 
integrated with the Rutland Area Vocational 
School and to upgrade the facilities of the elemen- 
tary schools and the high school on Library 
Avenue, which will become a middle school. This 
bond is the largest school bond passed in the State 
of Vermont, It shows a willingness of the voters 
of this City to meet the challenge of providing 
facilities for its students that will enable us to 
comply with Vermont Public Schools Approval 
standards. 

Educational needs of our students continue, 
of course, to take first priority and, as a school 
district, we remain committed to Effective 
Schools and Project Team as well as developing 
restructuring initiatives that will lake us into the 
future. At the secondary level we have placed 
the runth grade with the high school and 



developed a middle school for grades seven and 
eight. This has enabled us to teach in clusters at 
the Middle school which has been met with great 
success. The Stafford Technical Center, formed y 
the Rutland Area Vocational School. Vermont 
Technical College and the business community 
have developed a partnership to create a positive 
approach and image for vocational education in this 
region. 

Budget constraints have forced difficult decisions 
upon the Board. A $230,000 loss of revenue from 
state aid to education, coupled with a Charter hmit 
of Si. 05, necessitated that the Board approve 
substantial reductions in force of staff for the se- 
cond consecutive year, along with cuts to supplies 
and maintenance. The Rutland State Aid to Educa- 
tion Committee wOl continue to work towards 
effecting changes in the current method of distribu- 
tion of state aid to Vermont communities. 

A community's commitment to a strong 
educational system reflects on the quality of life 
witfiin that community. We feel Rutland City 
is supportive of the best educational system we 
can offer and to that end we encourage and 
welcome the residents of Rutland to be par- 
ticipatory in developing strong educational 
programs for our students.

Marble Valley Regional Transit District, 
generally know as "Ttie Bus" is approaching their 
15th year of operation, MVRTD is the largest 
non- urban public transportation system in the 
State of Vermont. It provides transportation to 
the general public in Rutland County, as well 
as to several Social and Human Service agencies, 
MVRTD increases self-sufficiency for the 
eldedy, infirmed, and handicapped and is vital 
for those who need transportation. MVRTD has 
become a valued asset to the communities it 
serves. System ridership has increased noticeably 
over last year's 125,000 rides (49,000 rides fur- 
nished to special needs people alone). Approx- 
imately 305,000 vehicle miles accumulated 
annually on the fleet o!^ 23 general transit buses, 
most of which are lift equipped. 

In the past year MVRTD has experienced 
enormous growth and development, including 
a computerized data base system and com- 
puterized vehicle maintenance. Capital replace- 
ment and expansion of the fleet has included the 
order of a new 33 passenger, handicapped 
accessible, air conditioned general transit bus and 
delivery of five handicapped accessible, air 
conditioned mini-buses. 

Financing these major investments has been ac- 
complished through the generation of grants ob- 
tained from the State and the Federal Government 
leaving community parhcipation at less than 20% 
of actual cost. Through efficient management and 
a trained professional staff of 23 employees and 
over 60 volunteers, MVRTD has reduced costs to 
the taxpayer. "Free in city" (Rutland) rides have 



been offered on the third day of each month, plus 
a "Dial-A-Ride" service. 

In a recent review of all Vermont Public 
Transportation agencies conducted by Lloyd 
Robinson and Associates Inc.. for the Vermont 
Agency of Transportation, the following finding 
was made of MVRTD: "You should note that 
your system is SUPERIOR in most respects when 
compared with other systems in Vermont AND 
around the COUNTRY." 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District is 
achvely working with the area regional planners, 
developers, and legislative members to coor- 
dinate transportation needs in Rutland County 
as well as throughout the state. MVRTD's coor- 
dinaHon and involvement efforts on a State-wide 
level were realized this year when Governor 
Kunin signed Transportation Bill S.50 into law. 
MVRTD, working with the Vermont Public 
Transportation Association spent the last 2V2 
years ensuring that this bill become a law. 

MVRTD's free transportation service to the 
Medicaid and Reach-Up eligible has increased from 
last year's 14,500 rides to over 18,000 this year, 
maintaining our status as the second largest Medi- 
caid transportation provider in the State of Vermont. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy 
supplies, environmental issues, traffic conges- 
tion, and high costs of road construction, public 
transit is becoming increasingly valuable. We 
appreciate the financial and moral support of the 
elected officials and taxpayers of our 
municipalities that guarantee Marble Valley 
Regional Transit District's continuance.

The Friends of the Library raised $9000 
through an author luncheon with New York 
Tiines* Tom Wicker, a book sale and other 
events for the purchase of computera and 
peripherals wfiich will enable a significant 
upgrade in reference services.

Finally, after five years, restoration of both 
West Street and North Main Street Cemeteries 
has been completed. Unfortunately, not all of 
the gravestones could be repaired. Most of these, 
wtiich are in West Street Cemetery, are badly 
broken and parts are missing. Many of the 
inscriptions carved on the stones in West Street 
are illegible. Time and the elements have nearly 
erased the lettering on the soft marble 
monuments, most of which face western 
exposure. The stones in North Main Street 
Cemetery are in much better condition. 

Marble restorer Michael Fannin and his assistant 
have repaired nearly four hundred monuments of 
Rutland's early citizens. One of these gravestones 
belongs to William Jenkins, a Revolutionary War 
soldier, who resided in the unpainted house which 
formerly stood on the site of Carpenter's Pharmacy 
at the corner of West and Nichols Streets. In 181 7 
West Street Cemetery was created out of several 
acres of his farm. He was interred there in 1822. 
At that time his gravestone was ordered from the 
Middlebury Marble Company at the cost of forty- 
five dollars. Because of its height and weight, his 
stone was difficult to repair. Only the top part was 
reset in the ground, making it considerably shorter 
than it was originally. 

This summer vandals removed a section of 
fence near the southwest corner of West Street 



Cemetery. They set fire to several flags that the 
Daughters of the American Revolution had 
placed on the veterans graves. They also broke 
or overturned about a dozen gravestones, some 
of which had recently been repaired. This 
necessitated mending the fence and stones, and 
posting no trespassing signs on the locked gate. 

Lawn Care Plus, who submitted the lowest bid 
for mowing, kept the cemeteries well groomed 
this summer. The city also took down the last 
dead elm tree in West Street Cemetery. 

Last year several people called to inquire 
about the upkeep of the old cemetery at the 
intersection of West Street and Green Hills Lane. 
This cemetery, the earliest Catholic burial 
ground in the city, was affiliated with St. Peter's 
Church. The old church, erected in 1855, now 
houses Romano Brothers Trucking on Meadow 
Street, This summer the church saw to it that 
the cemetery was mowed and a large dead tree 
removed from the premises — a great 
improvement! 

When restoration began at the old village 
burying grounds it was not meant to coincide 
with the bicentennial year in 1991. However, 
it is hoped this project will be a lasting tribute 
to those who are interred there. No doubt many 
of them participated in celebrating Vermont's ad- 
mission into the Union in March 1791,
